Egypt cracks down 
on students again

The Egyptian authorities closed 

down the engineering faculty at Hin 
Shams University, and expelled 
three students from Cairo Univer- 
sity as student unrest broke out 
again on the Cairo campuses ves~ 
terday. 

The etudents have been back at 
their classes for only two days. The 
government closed all universities 
and high schools in the country 
early in January and reopened them 
a week after the scheduled mid-term 
vacation was due to end. 

New students demonstrations were 
reported yesterday at the two uni- 
versities, this time protesting gov- 
ernment arrests of political leaders 
on the campuses. Over 120 have 
been detained. 

In ἃ related development, the dis- 
ciplinary- committee of the Arab 
Soclalist Union yeaterday announced 
the dismissal of 15 writers, jour- 
nalists and other professionals. 
This brought to 90 the nomber of 


persons ousted for “political devia- 
tion” in President Anwar Sadet's 
purge of dissident elements. 

Those expelled yesterday included 
Loti el-Xholl, a noted Egyptian 
Marxist and member of the Arab 
Socialist Union's Central Committee. 
El-Kholi was editor of the Marxist 
“Al Talla" (Vanguard) magazine, 
which is published by "Al-Ahram," 

This was the third installment of 
ἃ purge launched by the party last 
Saturday, when 64 were dismissed. 

Late Monday night, 11 more of- 
ficials were expelled from their 
trade unions, in what appears to be 
a wide-scale purge. 

President Anwar Sadat has 
charged that the people he dismiss- 
ed are Marxists. 

In Beirut, the Lebanese authori- 
ties yesterday rounded up several 
Marxists for what was described as 
outlawed party activity. Marxist 
circles in Beirut have been Hnked 
with reports of plans to organize a 
pen-Arab struggle against Sadat's 
regime.

The decisions of the Defence 
Council are expected to be discus- 
sed by the heads of state of Egypt, 
Syria and Libya, who met in Cairo 
yesterday for the second day. Lib- 
yan leader Mu’ammer Gaddafi, who 
normally supports the terrorists, 
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Cairo's semi-official ‘‘Al-Ahram” 
said yesterday the Egyptian Preal- 
dent, Anwar Sadat, the Syrian Pre- 
sident, Hafez Assad; and Libya's 
Guddafl, whe arc Uolked ‘mn 2 loose 
federation, were concentrating on 
the military developments in the 
region.. 

While Libya's Gaddefi is pushing 
for a military confrontetion with 
Israel, the Egyptian and the Syrian 
leaders were believed to have ex- 
plored the chances of political ef- 
forts. Terrorist leader Yasser Ara~ 
fat yesterday sent an “important 
message" to the Arab leaders, 

President Sadat yesterdey sent 
his adviser on national security, 
Hafez Ismail, to Moscow. The Cairo 
press said thet Ismail’s mission 
was ‘aimec at coordinating the 
Cairo and Moscow positions on 4

Ismail's mission to Moscow has 
been tainted by the crisis in Cairo-

strained since Sadat’s ouster of the 
Russian military personnel from 
Egypt last July.

power. It was also suggested that 
the high incomes of banks and 
abolition of price control had an 
adverse psychological effect on the 
public.

Police keep strikers from 


closing Ashdod Port gates

ASHDOD. — Police are on emer- 
gency alert today, to ensure that 
striking temporary dock workers 
here do not again chain shut the 
port’s main gate, as they did yea- 
terday. It was rumoured yesterday 
that the 300-odd strikers would re- 
turn ‘with their famiHes this morn- 
ing for a big protest rally at the 

entrance to the port. 

On Monday, the temporary dock- 
ers — who have been striking since 
Friday to force the Ports Author- 
ity and Histadrut to grant them 


“periianent status '"— staged a 


peace- 
ful protest march which dispersed 
at the port entrance. But when 
their full-time coHeagues arrived 
for work yesterday morning they 
found the main gate chained shut. 
Temporary dockers urged them not 
to try to open it. 
Ashdod Port manager Mordechai 


Berger called the police to inter- 
vene; but the Ashdod police chief, 
Mefakeah Shlomo Turgeman, sent 
ἃ unlit only after Mr. Berger agreed 


to put his request in writing. After ἀν 


the unit, which arrived at 7.30 
a.m., failed to persuade the strikers 
to open the gate, a policeman cut 
the chains and the long queue of 
waiting trucks began moving 
through. 

The temporary dockers at the 
gate tried to persuade other workers 
not to enter the port, but stood aside 
after a short talk between regular 
stevedores head Yehoshua Peretz 
and their own strike committee. ἡ 

Port Spokesman Haim Shushan 
told The Pust jast night that the 
port management had agreed to give 
7 of the temporary workers per- 
manent status, as proposed by Eli 
Moyai of the Histadrut's Central 
Committee. The workers have re- 
jected this proposal. 


J.D.L. arms smuggling case 
Kahane, Paglin, two 
others indicted 


TEL AVIV. — Jewish Defence 
League leader Melr Kahane was 
charged in the District Court here 
yesterday with conspiring to smuggle 
arms abroad for use in fighting 
Arab terrorists. Named with him 
in the indictment were ex-Irgun 
Zvai Leumi (Etzel) officer Amthai 
Pagiln, 50; JD. secretary Yosef 
Schneider 26; and Avraham Hers- 
Kowltz, 28. 

The prosecutor, District Attorney 
Victorla Ostrovsky-Cohen of the 
Central District, will call 38 wit- 
nesses to testify in the trial, which 
will be heard by Judge Haim Dvo- 
rin. The date for the trial’s opening 
has not yet been set. 

According to the Indictment, the 
four accused conspired last August 
to “transport .and export firearms 
without permission and without a 
permit.” 

The prosecution claims that after 
the four had laid their plans, Hers- 
kowitz, a J.D.L. member from. Jeru- 
salem, called at Paglin’s oven fac- 
tory in Petsh Tikva to finalize 
arrangements for picking up the 
weapons. On September 13, Heraio- 
witz and another man (not named) 
drove to a crossroad near the fac- 
tory, the indictment said. Paglin 
and another man arrived in a van, 
bringing the case with the weapons. 

According to the prosecution, the 
case contained a Karl Gustav sub- 
tmachinegun, four loaded magazine 
clips, two pistols with ammunition, 
three unarmed hand grenades with 
Separate detonators, and two con- 
tainers of ammunition. 

Acting on Paglin's instructions, 
Herskowitz allegedly took the box 
te a Tel Aviv customs clearing 
agent where he filled out the ne- 
cessary forms and paid the trans- 
port and agent’s fees. He wrote 


in the declaration that the shipment 
contained a biscuit mould machine, 
the indictment sald. 

That same day the box was for- 
warded to the Al cargo depart- 
ment at Lod Airport, where sus- 
picious officials opened at and dis- 
covered the arms. 

After Paglin and Herskowitz” ar- 
rest last September, J.D.L. mem- 
bers told a press conference they 
wanted to send the arms abroad 
for counter-terror activities against 
Arab diplomats and Institutions In 
the U.S. dnd Europe, following the 
murder of 11 Israeli sportsmen by 
arab terrorists in Munich. (/tim) 


26 Vilna Jews 
say mail from 
Israel withheld 


Jerusalem Post Repurter 

Twenty-six Jews from Vilna have 
protested to the International Pos- 
tal Union that the Soviet authorities 
have been withholding mail sent to 
them from Israel, It was reported 
in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Communications Minister Shimon 
Peres yesterday received a copy of 
the signed letter which the 26 had 
sent to the international organiza- 
tion, Another copy was sent to the 
Lithuanian Minister of Posts. 

The Jews wrote that each one of 
them had definite proof that letters 
addressed to him from israel had 
been intercepted by the Soviet au- 
thorities, This was a violation of 
international postal agreements, 
they sald, and appealed to the 
Union to Investigate the matter. 


He was replying to the Knesset 
debate on the first reading of the 
Absentee Property Bi, which was 
voted to committee. 

Mr. Shapiro said an overall solu- 
tion would also have to be found, 
eventually, to the problem of pro- 
perty left by Arabs who were not 
in Israel today, and to the problem 
of property left by Jews who had 
fled Arab lands. 

He said preparatory work had al- 
ready been done on registering the 
Jewish property, and a special de- 
partment had been established in his 
Ministry which was handling the 
question. 

Considerable international financial 
afd would be required to solve the 
two problems of compensation for 
Jewish and Arab property, he added. 

(The bill would grant compensa- 
tion to East Jerusalem Arabs for 
property they abandoned through- 
out Israel around the time of the 
‘War of Independence. The compen- 
sation would be paid in long-term, 
dex-linked Government bonds.) 
The law specified November 29, 
1947, as the cut-off date. Compen- 
sation would be awarded for pro- 
perty abandoned thereafter, because 
this date has been specified in pre- 
vious legislation about absentee 
compensation, he said 

Mr. Shapiro rejected the charge 
that the compensation proposed did 
not allow for subsequent rises in 
tte value of the abandoned property.. 
He said all countries followed,: the 
principle, in matters of, expropria- 
tion of property, that allowance be 
made for the value at the time of 
expropriation. Other countries did 
not allow for rises in value after, 
or as a result of, the expropriation, 
he said, quoting American and 
French law in particular. The Arab 
states which expropriated European- 
owned property in recent years 
awarded compensation for consider- 
ably less than the value of the pro- 
perty, he sald. 7 

The law would enable applications 
for compensation to be submitted 
by Arabs who were erroneously re- 
gistered in East Jerusalem at the 
time of the 1967 census, but whose 
addresses were in fact a few yards 
over the municipal border, in the 
territories, he sak. 

Voting for the bill were the Co- 
alition members and several of the 
Opposition factions. But the New 
Communists, the Communists, and 
Independent Shalom Cohen voted 
against it; Ha’olam Hazeh abstained. 


Social workers 
cancel protest; 
Gov’t will pay 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 

The threatened demonstration to- 
day by municipal social workers 
in Jerusalem was called off yester- 
day after the Welfare Ministry 
agreed to continue to pay the full 
salartes of 40 of their colleagues 
beyond the end of the present fiscal 
year. : 

The 40 had been threatened with 
dismissal when the Ministry an- 
nounced recently that It would not 
continue to pay 100 per cent of 
their salartes as had been agreed 
when they were hired during the 
helght of the Black Panther dem- 
onstrations two years ago. The Min- 
istry said that from April 1 the 
Municipality would have to pay 59 
Per cent of their salaries, as it does 
with all other social workers. The 
Municipality, however, said it could 
not afford to pay the 59 per cent. 

The Ministry announced yester- 
day that it would continue fully 
subsidizing the 40 until a new ar- 
rangement was worked out later 
this year with local authoritles on 
payment for soctal workers. The 
Ministry spokesman said the deci- 
sion was taken 80 that welfare re- 
cepients would not be adversely af- 
fected.

NICOSIA (AP). — Police yester- 
day announced the discovery of an 
undeclared cargo of 120 tons of 
dynamite abroad an Egyptian ship, 
the Sabrin, which ran aground near 
the entrance to Famagusta harbour 
in East Cyprus during the night. 

_The discovery immediately re- 
vived charges by the opposition press 
of Arab involvement in the near 
civil war between Cyprus President 
Archbishop Makarios and the armed 
poderground of General George Gri- 


The pro-Grivas newspaper “Me- 
simvrini" claimed the calque — a 
combined motor and sail cargo ves- 
sel — was “transporting a whole 
cargo of weapons and dynamite for 
Makarios’ supporters." 

The caique with its five-man 
Egyptian crew was towed into Fa- 
magusta harbour and is under police 
Suard pending investigations, the 
Police statement said. It added the 
Sabrin ran aground about three 
kms. from Famagusta harbour last 
night, and that one of its ocrew- 
men swam ashore to seek help 
from a nearby Cyprus army camp. 

The ship's papers listed a cargo 
of carpets and furniture destined 
for Famagusta, but a cargo of 
about 120 tons of dynamite, found 
aboard after the vessel was towed 
to port, was not listed, the state- 
ment added. 


The ship's captain claimed the 
dynamite was destined for Syria, 
the statement sald. 

According to its documents, the 
Sabrin was headed for Famagusta 
from Alexandria. 

According to eyewitnesses, some- 

was thrown overboard from 
the Sabrin last night, before it ran 
aground; the police statement said 
The ship's captain said this was a 
barrel of water cast off to lighten 
the vessel. 

Two weeks ago the Malarios and 
Grivas feetions on the island en- 
gaged in a heated argument over 
alleged involvement by the Arabs 
on Makarios’ side and the Israelis 
on Grivas’.

One smashed through the bedroom 
window of a staff cottage and burst 
into flames, setting fire to furniture 
and bedding, police said. Two failed 
to ignite. 

“The three bombs were thrown 
over a high wall,” said the Arch- 
bishop’s press secretary. “Whoever 
did it couldn't have seen what they 
were aiming at. 

“This is the third incident in the 
last two weeks. Little damage has 
been caused.” 

The cottage hit is in the same 
row as one given rent-free by the 
Archbishop to a young Ugandan 
Asian refugee couple who arrived 
in Britain last year. 

Neighbours said the couple had 
received poison pen letters. But the 
couple's cottage was well away from 
the one hit, they said. 


NICOSIA EXPLOSION 


NICOSIA (Reuter). — A dynamite 
tomb exploded on Monday night out- 
side the house of Dr. Herodotus 
Nicolaides, a deputy in the House 
of Representatives, causing damage 
but no injuries, police reported.

Prosecutor John Burke said Hosty 
and the girl made love at the school 
where he worked as a purse. Then 
he abducted her to Ireland. 

Defence uttorney Hubert Andrew 
sald Hosty had taken a vow of 
chastity and had no sexual ex- 
perience before meeting the girl. 
“It was ἃ meeting of two Innocent 
people,” he said.

NEW YORK (Reuter}, — A key 
figure in the cracking of the 
“French Connection” drug case of 
more than a decade ago was 
charged on Monday with selling 3 
heroin worth more than $200,000. 
Federsl agents identified him as 
Francis Waters, 43, the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics agent in charge 
of breaking up the internatlonal 
@rug ring in the early 1960s. 


Waters’ arrest added 2 new epl- 
sode to the “French Connection” 
story, coming only two months afte: 
disclosures that most of the heroin 
seized in the disbanding of the 
gang had been stolen from the 
New York City police vaults where 
it hed been held. 


His apprehension also recalled 
charges that the Federal Bureau 
of Narcotics had been riddjed with 
corruption. Since the Bureau was 
incorporated into a large federal 
organization in 1969, five agents 
have been arrested and charged 
with drug dealings, and 40 have 
resigned after being investlgat 

SOLD 4 POUND 

Waters, now 2 Manhattan bar- 

tender, was charged with selling 


about a pound of heroin in 1968, 
@ year after he quit the Bureau. 


According to federal agents, the 
heroin Waters sold had a street 
value of $200,000 dollars. They said 
tests were being conducted to de- 
termine whether the heroin was part 
of the 80 pounds, worth $1&m., 
stolen from the “French Connec- 
tion” cache. 


Waters was charged with selling 
the heroin to Charles McDonazid, 
then associate regional director of 
the Bureau of Drug Abuse Control 
in Baltimore, who in turn sold it 
to an ummamed pusher who distri- 
buted it in Baltimore. McDonzid 
wes arrested for the sale in 1969

Τ' ‘was one man's gratitude to an 
entire nation which led to the 
creation of “Tribute to the Danes,” 
an Organization which in the past 
three years has given 80 scholar- 
ships to young Danes for study and 
teavel in Israel. 

The man behind this scheme is 
New York doctor, Dr, Elias L. Gech- 
man, 59, a Holocaust survivor. Last 
week, on one of his many visits to 


this country, Dr. Gechman told 
The Jerusalem Post how the idea 
originated. 


“At the end of World War I, 
the ἴον at my Lberation was over- 
shadowed by the realization of how 
complacent and indifferent the world 
had been to the destruction of my 
people,” he said. “But my faith in 
humanity was restored when I 
learned how the Danes in 1943 had 
saved thelr 7,000 Jewish compat- 
rlots from being sent to death 
camps by ferrying them to neutral 
Sweden under the nose of the Na- 
zis.” 

‘Twenty years later, Dr. Gechman 
found ἃ way of showing his gra- 
titude, through giving scholarships 
to young Danes to study at Israeli 
universities. 


Forced labour 

Born in a small town in the Uk- 
raine near Zhitomir, Dr. Gechmay 
studied medicine at the University 
of Vilna. He was practising in Lvov 
(Lemberg) when war broke out in 
1939. First confined to the city's 
ghetto, he was later taken to the 
Yanowska concentration camp, 
where ‘he was put to work loading 
coal onto trains headed for the 
Eastern front. 

"We were allowed one bath in 
three weeks,” Dr. Gechman re- 
called. “One day the camp com- 
meander upbraided me for being a

dirty Jew and — as a doctor — 
setting a bad example for the other 
prisoners. He sentenced me to be 
hanged the next day.” 

Friendly Polish workers in 2 
neighbouring camp gave Dr. Gech- 
man some of their clothing. He 
took off his yellow star and merged 
with the Poles in their camp. Later 
he escaped from the camp and was 
hidden by a Polish railway maz. 
who had been his patient before 
the war. The man dug a hole un- 
der the floor of his kitchen and 
Kept Dr. Gechman there until the 
Russians came in 1944. (Dr. Gech- 
man ts stil in touch with the rail- 
way man’s family and helped put 


his daughter through medical 
school.) 

Eyes opened 
After the war, Dr. Gechman 


worked for Unwrra in Vienna. It was 
here that he first heard how the 
Danes saved their Jews. “I read 
the book ‘October 1943" by Danish 
underground leader Aage Bertelsen 
and it really opened my eyes,” he 
said. 

In 1947 he emigrated to the U.S. 
and established himself as an in- 
ternist In New York. His wife, 
painter Gabriela Passal, had sur- 
vived the Holocaust as a young 
child and fully shared her husband's 
feelings about the Danes. 

But it was not until 1965 that 
Dr. Gechman started to ask U.5. 
Jewish leaders for support for his 
organization — which was freely 
given. Three years later, he pald 
his first visit to Denmark. In Co- 
penhagen, he formed a Danish com- 
mittee to select scholarship reci- 
pients. The committee including rep- 
resentatives of the government, 
freedom fighter organizations, the 
Jewish community and the Ismeli 
ambassado:

Disabled persons have to 
το ." fight to earn living

TEL AVIV. — 
HE Western world has made 
few advances in tearing down 
the physical and social barriers 
which deny disabied persons the 
right to earn a living. This was 
stated by Mr. Norman Acton, se- 
cretary-general of Rehabilitation In- 
ternational, whose headquarters are 
in New York, during 2 recent visit 
to help make plans for the 18th 
World Rehanilitation Congress which 
ΜῈ} be held in Tel Aviv in 1976. 

Mr, Acton said that 15 per cent 
of all persons in the world suf- 
tered from some form of disability, 
generally requiring help. Of this 15 
per cent, one-third “need a lot of 
help,” while two-thirds need ‘some 
help.” However, there were a lot of 
“atypical” persons in these two ca- 
tegories, he said. 

Mr. Acton stressed that despite 
the fact that a few of the disabled 
eould make their way in life, most 
of them could not. (He includes in 
the disabled those suffering from 
mental disabillties, as well as those

Rx, Molly Lron potnioes were 


wild in America and are now 
“grown all over the world. Even 
Columbus brought back some 
“batatas" from the. USA and planted 
them in Spain. Here we have sweet 
potatoes even used for cakes and 
piecrusts as well.as for vegetables. 
Quick Mashed ‘Sweet Potatoes 
6 medium hot cooked sweet potatoes. 
Mash well. If you wish you can 
either add hot milk while you whip 
it up or use orange juice instead 
of the milk, Add a little grated 
orange rind .(or just a hint of 
lemon rind), butter or margarine, 
and a few raisins: If you wish, put 
it into a baking dish and top with 
meringue and gild lightly in a 
moderate oven (about 825F). Serve 
it hot, δ 
Sweet Potatoes with Nats 
Place alternate layers of sliced 
cooked sweet potatoes and either 
almonds, pecaus.or peanuts and 
sprinkle on a ttle bit of salt. 
Sprinkle white or brown sugar on 
each layer. Add just enough water 
to cover the bottom layer of the 
dish. Bake in a moderate oven — 


Top with bread or cake crumbs 
mixed with butter or margarine and 
bake for another five minutes. 
Gl Sweet Potatoes 

- Pare iene potatoes and cut in 
half; drop into enough boiling water 
along with % tsp. of golden soup 
powder. For each sweet potato add 
1 or 2 thsps. honey and 1 tsp. of oil. 
Cover and boll until sweet potatoes 
are tender. Jf the Hquid has not 
cooked down enough by the time 
they are tender, remove cover and 
boil rapidly until the honey-syrup is 
formed. 
Sweet Potato Crust for Pies 

Line a baking dish with mashed 
sweet potatoes seasoned with salt 
and butter or margarine. Fill centre 
with vegetables and left-over bits

gravy. You can use fish instead. 
You can also make it just of dried 
fruit or drained canned fruit. Cover 
with more mashed sweet potatoes, 
Bake in a hot oven — 425F 
untill hot through. If you use the 
meat or fish or vegetables for the 
crust, do not add white or brown 
sugar or honey. For the fruits add 
just a whiff of sugar or honey. For 
the meat and fish you can add any 
spice you prefer and tor the fruits 
either cinnamon or ginger, or even 
allspice or mace. 
Sweet Potato Cake 

lg cup melied margarine or butter, 
1 cup sugar, 2 eggs, 1 cup mashed 
sweet potatoes, 2 cups of flour, τς 
tsp. salt, 2 tsps. baking powder, τὰ, 
tsp. soda, 44 tsp. cinnamon, Ἰώ tsp. 
nutmeg, dash of cloves, % cup milk, 
% cup chopped nuts. 

Cream the margarine or butter. 
Add sugar gradually and cream well. 
Add eggs, beating well after each. 
Add mashed sweet potatoes. Mix 
well. Sift together rest of dry in- 
gredients; add alternately with 
milk to the creamed mixture, 
beginning and ending with dry 
ingredients. Add nuts, Mix well. 
Bake in a greased loaf. pan in a 
moderate oven (350F) for almost 


one hour. Top with any icing you 
prefer.

suffering from motor, emotional, so- 
celal (chronically in poverty), and ad- 
diction disabilities.) 

Even those who could work, and 
wanted to work, generally found it 
hard to find employment. For 
exampie, persons in wheelchairs 
eould not get around easily. Few 
buildings were constructed so that 
the wheelchair could pass through 
ἃ door: and If there were no eleva- 
tors with wide doors, or if there 
was no ramp with a slight incline, 
the person could not even go up- 
stairs, And even toilet doora had to 
be extra wide, and there had to be 
8 bar on the wall so the crippled 
person could help himself to rise. 

“If architects would only take 
these simple factors — which cost 
lite to install when building, but 
are expensive to install after a build- 
ing has been erected — into con- 
sideration, many more cripples could 
find work," he said. 


TWO BOOKLETS 


(Mr. Arye Fink, head of the Re- 
habilitation Division of the Ministry 
of Defence, notes that two booklets, 
“Jerusalem for the Disabled,” and 
“Tel Aviv for the Disabled," have 
been published so that persons in 
wheelchairs know to which public 
places they can go where the doors 
are wide and there are ramps.) 

Mr. Acton noted that the physical 
barriers were more easily surmount~ 
ed than the social ones. 

“Many employers simply refuse 
to employ disabled persons due to 
inbred prejudices. They say that a 
haadicapped person grates on the 
nerves of others," he said. 

He noted that even in a countzy of 
“over-employment” (as in Israel at 
present), employers more often than 
not preferred to Jeave a position 
unfilled, rather than employ 2 crip- 
pled person. 

How to break down these two bar- 
riers — physical and social — will; 
be the themes of the next congress. |

Canners object 
to cut in duty

FIAIFA. — The canning industry 
has asked the Ministry of Commerce 
and Industry to reconsider the big 
reduction of customs duty on im- 
ported canned fish products, which 
went into effect on January 1. The 
Ministry reduced the duties from 
IL5 to IL2 per kg, and the industry 
claims that this makes it impossible 
for local tinned sardines to com- 
pete with imported fish. 


The canners are refusing to con- 
tract to buy this year's sardine 
catches, until the- customs problem 
ig settled. They have asked for a 
meeting with the..Minister, Haim 
Bar-Lev, to discuss the issue.

BOSTON (AP). — Millions of trial 
documents are being assembled in 
the biggest anti-monopoly actlor 
aver brought by the U.S. Government 
— the Justice Department sult 
the computer giant, Interna- 
tional Business Machines — IBM. 

The Nixon Administration has said 
its goal in the suit against IBM. 
filed on the last day of the late 
President Lyndon Johnson's term in 
office, would be the break up the 
huge company's computer operations 
into competing units. 

Little was done about the suit 
until last year when federal judge 
David Edelstein of the southern 
district of New York, a veteran 
jurist in computer matters, took 
charge of the case. 


Last week, the Justice Depart- 
ment accused IBM of deliberately 
destroying documents the govern- 
ment says are necessary to pros- 
ecute the anti-trust suit. 

In a brief filed on Friday, the 
Justice Department said: “The 
destruction of these materials was 
procured by IBM for the purpose, 
and will have the effect, as IB: 
well knew,., of impeding the U.S. 
in its preparation and trial” of the 
lawsuit. 

IBM denied that it had destroyed 
the documents, and IBM's attorney 
Bruce Bromley in New York assert- 
ed the Justice Department knew 
“no evidence of any kind whatsoever 
was destroyed... That all IBM's 
documents have repeatedly been 
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made available in several forms - - -
